MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

In compliance with the provisions of the Acts 7 & 8 Vic., cap. 81, 
25 Vic., cap. 11, and 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, 1 have the honour to transmit, 
in order that the same may be laid before Parliament, a General Abstract 
of the number of Marriages, Births, and Deaths registered in Ireland 
during the year 1877. 

During the year 25,078 Marriages, 139,498 Births, and 93,509 Deaths 
were registered ; in the same period (according to the returns obtained by 
the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports,) 38,503 persons emigrated. An 
increase of 7,486 would thus appear to have taken place in the popula- 
tion, exclusive of the addition by immigration. The estimated population 
in the middle of the year was 5,338,906. 

The mean temperature at Dublin for the year was 49 '4° against an 
average of 49'5° for the previous ten years, and the rain-fall measured 
30T05 in., being 2'033 in. over the average for the ten years 1867-76. 

MARRIAGES. — The number of Marriages registered in Ireland during 
the year 1877 amounted to 25,078, being equal to a ratio of 1 in 213, or 

4- 70 per 1,000, of the estimated population in the middle of the year. Of 
this number, 17,585 took place between Roman Catholics, and 7,493 
between Protestants, being equal respectively to 1 Marriage in every 232 
Roman Catholics, and 1 in every 167 Protestants. The average annual 
number of Marriages registered in the ten years 1867-76 was 26,992, or 

5- 01 per 1,000 of the mean population; the rate for the year 1876 was 
4'96 per 1,000 persons. 

BIRTHS . — The Births registered in Ireland during the year amounted 
to 139,498 — 71,578 boys and 67,920 girls — affording a ratio of 1 in every 
38 3, or 26T per 1,000 of the population, against an average rate of 26'9 
per 1,000 for the previous ten years. 

DEATHS. — The number of Deaths registered was 93,509 — 47,334 males 
and 46,175 females — equal to a ratio of 1 in every 57'1, or 17'5 per 1,000 
of the population, being 0’3 per 1,000 persons over the average rate for 
the ten yeais 1867-76. 
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^g. es _0f the 93,509 Deaths registered during the year, 12,861, or 13-8 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old, and 37,823, or 404 per cent., 
were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Diseases— During the year, 8,781 Deaths were returned by the Registrars 
as having occurred from the eight principal zymotic diseases, being 9'4 
per cent, of the total Deaths, and equal to l'G4 in every 1,000 persons 
living. The average annual number of Deaths from these diseases during 
the previous ten years was 11,639, or 2T5 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
average population, the lowest number during that period being 9,403 
in the year 1876. 

Of the 8,781 Deaths from these diseases last year, 61 were caused by 
small-pox, 1,484 (or 494 over the annual average for the ten years, 1867- 
76) by measles ; 1,074 by scarlet fever, being considerably less than 
one-half the average number ; 301 by diphtheria ; 1,012 by whooping- 
cough; 2,607 by fever; 1,613 by diarrhoea, and 29 by simple cholera. 

Inquests.— There were 2,787 inquests reported to the Registrars, being 
1 inquest to every 34 deaths registered. 

Deaths in Public Institutions— Of the 93,609 Deaths registered during 
the year, 13,636, or 14‘6 per cent., occurred in public institutions. 

Being closely connected with the subject of Vital Statistics, Tables 
relating to Emigration, Pauperism, the Weather, and the Prices of the 
principal articles of Food in 1877 and the previous ten years, are appended. 

As the general tabulation of the records of Marriages, Births, and Deaths 
for the year 1877 has not yet been completed, the particulars given in 
the following Tables, which are mainly derived from the preliminary 
Quarterly Returns furnished by the Registrars, will probably be found to 
differ, in some instances, hut not to any important extent, from the 
revised numbers hi the Abstracts to be hereafter presented to Parliament 
with my detailed Report on the registration for the year.

Topographical Description of the Eight Divisions into which Ireland has been 
divided in the foregoing Tables, 



No. L, The North-Eastern Division — This division may he described by a lino passing south- 
ward from Lough Foyle through the counties of Londonderry, Tyrone, and Armagh, to Lough Bairn, 
in the county of Monaghan, and thence eastward to Carlingford Lough ; the north and east being on 
the seaboard. 

No. II., This North-Western Division, is bounded on the east by the division just described, 
from Lough Foyle to a point a little south of Six Mile Cross, in the county of Tyrone, and may be 
described by a line drawn tlienco S.W. through the county of Fermanagh to the south of Enniskillen, 
embracing that portion of the nortli-west angle of the county of Cavan belonging to the Enniskillen 
Union, into the county of Leitrim, crossing Lough Allen, tlience into tlio county of Sligo, to a point 
situated to the southward of the town of Ballymote, and thence extending north to Ballysadare Bay; 
the remainder of the division is bounded by the sea. It contains Loughs Erne and Derg, and part of 
Lough Allen, and large portions of it are mountainous. 

No. III., The Eastern Division, is situated in the provinces of Leinster and Ulster ; it extends 
nlong the Irish Sea and St. George’s Channel, from Wnrrenspoint, in the county of Down, to the south 
of Call ore Point, in the county of 'Wexford, stretching inland about twenty- five miles, and embracing 
the counties of Louth, Dublin, and Wicklow, and portions of the counties "of Carlow, Cavan, Kildare 
breath, and Wexford ; together with small portions of the counties of Armagh and Monaghan. ' 

No. IV., The North Midland Division, is situated in the provinces of Leinster, Ulster, and 
Connaught, and extends southward from its junction with the “North-Western" division near Six 
Mile Cross, in the county of Tyrone, to Tyrrellepass, in the county of Westmeath. Virginia, in the 
county of Cavan, is situated on its eastern border, and Tulsk, in the countv of Roscommon, on its 
western. 

No. V., Tiiic South Midland Division, situated in the provinces of Leinster and Munster 
extends from the Hill of Down, in the count}’ of Meath, southward to Boms, in the county of Carlow! 
Its southern boundary may be described by a line drawn thence to New Birmingham, in the county of 
Tipperary, and from that point south to Fethard, in the same county, thence westward to the northern 
uase of the Galty mountains, and in a north-westerly direction, to Pallasgreen, in the county of 
Limerick. On the east it is bounded by the “ Eastern ” division, and on the west by the “ Western ” 
and the “South-Western" divisions. 

No. VI., The Western Division.— This division extends southwards from Sligo and Killala Bays 
to the northern bank of the River Shannon, lying westward of Limerick; the extreme points north 
and south, being Benwee Head, in the county of Mayo, and Loop Head, in the county of Clare, a 
distance in or about 120 miles, which, however, does not represent the extent of seaboard, the western 
coast being indented by numerous bays and inlets. This division has been extended much more inland 
than the eastern division, as from its exposure to the Atlantic Ocean, and the prevalence of westerly 
winds (which blow for nearly three-fourths of the year), the. climate must be affected for a considerable 
distance inland ; the Unions situated on the extreme oast are Boyle, Castlereagli, Glennamaddy 
Mountbellew, Ballinasloe, and Portunuia. 

No. VII., The South-Eastern Division — This division extends from its junction with the 
“ Eastern " division, southward of Cnhore Point, in the county of Wexford, along the eastern and 
southern coasts to the cast of Cork Harbour, and is bounded on the north by the “ South Midland ” 
division. It embraces the county of Waterford, nearly the whole of the county of Wexford, parts of 
the counties of Carlow, Kilkenny, and Tipperary; that portion of the county of Limerick (33,550 aores) 
comprised in the Mitchelstown Union, and a portion of the eastern side of Cork county. 

No. VIII., The South-Western Division, extends along the southern and western coasts from 
Cork Harbour to the River Shannon, and embraces the county of Kerry, nearly the whole of the 
counties of Cork anti Limerick, and a small portion of the county of Clare, comprised in the Limerick 
Union.
